Hodson, Live Stock Commissioner, 


JERSEYS AS BUTTER BRODUCERS. 


Remarkable Teste at the Royal Jerscy 
Agricultural Society's Show, 


he exceptional richness of the milk 
of Jersey cows has earncd for that 
breed a world-wide celebrity. In 
some of the milking contests which 


are held in connection with several 
of the leading cross-channel shows, 


animals of this breed have for years 
been figuring to great advantage. 
‘Their excellence as butter-producing 
cattle was again well exemplified at 
the great animal show of the Royal 
Jersey Agricultural Society this 
yeur, where «a special butter test 
was brought off, and where no fewer 
than 46 animals competed for the 
several prizes offered. The milk of 
ordinury cows that produces 1 pound 
of butter to every 24 gellons of 
milk is considerc® very fair quality; 
by way of contrast with this it is 
interesting to know that several of 
the cows competing at this butter 
test produced milk of such extraord- 
inary richness, that it only took |} 
about half the quanity of ordinary 
miik to produce 1 pound of butter. 

The cow which carried off the gold 
medal and £10 prize was four years | 
old, and calved on the 1st of March. | 
She was thus 67 days in milk, and 
onthe day of the test she preduced 


every 18 Ibs. of milk, Even better in 
this respect were the performances of 
some of the other competing cows. 
One of these, which has been 147 
| days gone in milk, gave 24 gallons | 
of milk on the date of the trial, and 
this milk produced 1b 15 ozs. of 
butter to every 12.83 Ibs. of milk. |

necklace consists first of all of a long 
buckskin cord made \by rolling up a 
large strip of skin and sewing it along 
the border so that throughout its en- 
tire lengéh it will measure something 
over an iuch in circumference, or about 
a third of an inch in diameter. This 
eylinder of buckskin is covered with 
beadwork so that no part of the skin is 
exposed, The beads are sewed on in 
rather tasteful patterns, the colors of 
which are white and blue. A thin buck- 
skin string is attached to cither end of 
this thick, bead incrusted cord, by 
menns of whieh the cylinder is tied 
about the neck of the wearer, 

Hanging from the underside of this 
necklace and running throughout its 
entire lengta are twelve bunan fingers 
nud several smal dint arrowheads of 
peculinr siape and workmanship at- 
tached by buckskin strings. ln the 
middle of the necklice depend three 
siunil medicine bags nade of the 
tunned hide er skin of human beings. 
These bags contain charn stones and 
other paraphernalia of the medicine 
man. 

The human fingers, forming the most 
conspicuous feature of the necklace, 
are complete, baving: been cut off be 
tween the middle joint and the knue 
kle. ‘They have been dried ta such 
inanner as fo preserve their natural 
color, finger nails, ete. aud look 
fresh us though they bad been re 
tnoved only a few hours
